The baa* of hia skull fractured in a 


64-foot fall from tba amok* stack of 
the Steven* Point Brewing Co. at 
12:15 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, Har- 
ry Stephen**, aged 28, whose home 
is at M inneapolis, died at St. Mich- 
ael's hospital at 11:80 o'clock this 
morning. 
. . 
Stepheaaon was rushed to the hos- 


pital immediately after the accident 
and an operation was performed at 4 
o'clock, when a small piece of bone 
was removed from the left aide of hia 
aknll. Besides the skull fracture, he 
waa badly bruised and shaken up and 
hia rifht collar bone was looaened 
from the breast bone. He waa un- 
conscious from the time of his fall 
until hia death. 


With Stepheneon on the stack at 
the time of the accident was Jack 
Donahue of Milwaukee, a fellow work- 
man. Donalrae also fell, but struck 
on a guy wire after a fall of about 24 
feet and from there made his way to 
safety. 


Stephenaon and Donahue are in the 


emplov of the General Concrete Con- 
struction Co. of Chicago and had been 
working on the new stack being 
erected by the Wisconsin River Paper 
A Pulp Co. at their plant south of 
the city. 
Yesterday the crew waa 
laid off because of a shortage of ma- 
terials and Stephenson and Donahue 
secured the job of painting the brew- 
ery stack, which is of steel construc- 
tion. 


Stephenson went onto the stack 


first, going hand over hand on a guy 
wire extending from the main build- 
ing to a point about 8 feet below the 
rim of the stack. Donahue soon join- 
ed him and Stephenson was adjusting 
the tackle to be used in moving up 
and down during the painting opera- 
tions when the 
accident occurred. 


Donahue, to a Gazette representative 
yesterday, said Stephenson was ad- 
justing an "S" hook on the top of the 
stack when in some manner the rig- 
ging slipped off. plunging Stephenson 
to the roof of the boiler house. 


Stephenson, according to Donahue, 


turned round and round as he fell and 
seemed to have lost 
consciousness 


while in space. When he atrnck hia 
body broke through the inch and a 
quarter boardaand gravel covering 
en th* root, from where1- ft waa Te»' 
leaaad with difficulty. 


Donahue and another member of 


the crew, E..E. Treloar of Honghton, 
Mich., ny that they know but little 
about Stephenaon^ family connec- 
tions, but know that he has made hia 
home in Minneapolis, where he regis- 
tered for 'draft last week. They say 
that he haa a sister who is a graduate 
of Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y.f 
this year. 


Stephenaon waa an expert workman 


and this was hia first accident He 
came here on Tuesday of last week 
from Houghton, Mich., where tile 
crew had previously been working. 
At about the same time that he made 
his fatal plunge, his companion. Tre- 
loar, was repairing the flag staff on 
the Citizens National bank building. 


Every effort is being made to locate 


relative* of the young man. He is an 
orphan and has an aunt who resides 
in Minneapolis and a sister, who is in

He said be admired William 
Jennings Bryan aa a Christian man, 
a man of good motives and a man of 
great ability, but Bryan has been a 
failure in the larger sense because he 
has not always thought without con- 
fusion. Because of this he has three 
times been defeated for the presi- 
dency, and his resignation as secre- 
tary of state in the Wilson cabinet 
during a national crisis—an act at- 
tributable to failure to think without 
confusion—resulted 
in his 
being 


roundly criticized. The German Kai- 
ger taking him as representative of 
the German 
government—did 
not 


think without confusion, said Mr. 
Mac Laurin, when he violated the neu- 
trality of Belgium, when he sent the 
Zeppelins to England and when he or- 
dered the United States off the high 
seas. 
, 
. 
To those who feel that the entrance 


f the United States in the present war 
was unjustified, Mr. Mac LaLurin gave 
the same advice—to think without 
confusion. He pointed to the attempt 
of Germany to form an alliance with 
Mexico and Japan against the United 
States as an illustration of Germany's 
wstility and declared that the German 
government designed to destroy the 
efficacy of the Monroe doctrine. "We 
are fighting, not to save France, 
though that would be glorious in re- 
turn for what France did for us, b»t 
for our defense," Mr. Mac Laurin as- 
serted. 
. 
Mr. Mac Laurin spoke for one hour, 


expounding each of the "four great 
things of life" with apt illustrations 
and powerful exhortations. 
Occas- 


ionally he would inject a bit of humor, 
which served to relieve the tension. 
That his large audience was fully™ 
sympathy with him was evident from 
the remarkable attention given and 
the applause accorded him at the dose.

which our more efficient farmers im- 
prove on traditional methods of using 
labor for field operations, namely:

per man by increasing the stte of 


(2) 
They increase the 


•red per man and per team by sub- 
stituting huge sized implements for 
smaller ones. 


<8) They increase the area covered 


in a given time by increasing the sis* 
of fields. 


To increase horsepower per man 


the farmer merely drives a three- 
torse team where before he drove but 
two horses, or a four-horse or flve- 
borse team instead of * three-hone 
team. This is perhaps the simplest 
expedient for increasing labor efficien- 
cy on the farm, and one which is al- 
ready very generally practiced by 
our farmers. Where horse labor Is 
abundant and man labor scarce doub- 
ling up teams effects a material saw 
ing of labor, even without any hv 
crease in the sis* of implements used, 
sine* natur*lly~the large team works 
more easily and more rapidly than a 


When the doubting of teams is ac- 


companied by the introduction of 
larger implements, a further saving 
of man labor and of time is effected. 
For example, one man with a two-row 
cultivator wfll cultivate twice the 
ares per day covered bythe man 
a one-row eutivator. Thus, too, 


under favorable conditions, an 8-foot 
mower or binder will eorer much more 
ground in a day than wfll a 6-foot ms» 
•nine. Similar economies may be ef- 
fected with other machines, such as 
Narrows, sulky plows, hayrakes, and 
the like. In general, the larger sized 
machines cost but little more than 


ef a school is 


smaller ones; indeed tine difference 
is usually so small that one season's 
saving in man tebor through the us* 
of a trig machine wffl often pay the 
excess in Ms cost over that of one of 
a smaller size.

A method of preventing the staling 


of bread was described by ArnoN 
Wahl at a meeting of the American 
Chemical not-let y. It consists in cool- 
inn the bread, after baking. In an at- 
mosphere (if carbon dioxide, freshly 
produced for the purpose by fermenta- 
tion. Bread cooled In ordinary air be- 
comes utalf in a few hours, owing to 
oxidation of the protein by the air ab- 
sorbed In its pores, while bread cooled 
In an atmosphere of carbon dioxide re- 
mahi8 fresh for several weeks, because 
oxidation is prevented.

The estimate that of Wisconsin's 


240,000 men who registered, the 
quota is about 5,000, means that but 
1 man in 48 registered will be draft- 
ed. Using this basis, Portage county 
will be called upon to furnish approx- 
imately 56 and Stevens Point 19. 


The duties of the board of exemp- 


tion have not yet been clearly de- 
fined, as the preparations for putting 
the conscription law into effect have 


_ hitherto been concerned almost en- 


tirely with the registration. There 
will probably be no class or occupa- 
tional exemptions, but exemptions 
will be by individuals. The boards 
of exemption w_ill be required 
to 


pass on each individual applicant 
for exemption. 


The president will later appoint 


boards of appeal, probably one for 
each federal district in the country, 
which would mean two for Wiscon- 
sin, one at Milwaukee and one at 
Madison. 
If the registered person 


should be dissatisfied with the deci- 
sion of the county board of exemp- 
tion, he could appeal to the federal 
board. 


Adjutant General Holway said he 


expected that the war department 
would soon issue detailed informa- 
tion and specific rules for the guid- 
ance of the county boards in consid- 
ering applications for exemption.

SCHOOL HITJY FIRE 


McKialey Bulldinf. la Sixth Ward. 


Damaged In Ezcea* of 13,000 


Laat Friday 


The McKinley school in the Sixth 


ward, one of the most substantial in 
the public school system, was dam- 
aged to the extent of at least $8,000 
as a recult of a fire last Friday morn- 
ing. 


Friday was the closing day of 


school and the students had received 
their final report cards and departed 
when the fire was discovered shortly 
after 9:80 o'clock. The discovery was 
made by Janitor Ed. King, who was 
alone in the building at the time. 
The fire department quickly respond- 
ed to the alarm and did effective 
work. 


The flames orignated in the vaults 


of one of the dry toilets situated in 
the southwest corner of the basttaent. 
The janitor, as is customary at the 
end of each school year, had started 
burning out the vaults, using wood 
saturated with kerosene for this pur- 
pose. 
The flames in some manner 


broke through the vaults and were 
eating their way up between the walls 
when the alarm was sounded. 


The fact that the fire was confined 


between the walls and beneath the 
floors in the southwest corner of the 
building made it difficult to combat 
it, hut the firemen succeeded in 
confining the damage from the flames 
almost entirely to the first and second 
story rooms in the southwest corner. 
In these the walls, floors and ceilings, 
were badjy charred and the furniture 
and other equipment blistered but not 
burned. The fire also broke out in 
the attic, but was subdued without 
damage to the roof. 


The damage from flre and water 


can not be accurately estimated with- 
out a thorough investigation, which 
will be made at once. The loss is ful- 
ly covered by insurance.

of the fire department has been high- 
ly commended, for the stubborn char- 
acter of the fire made it an unusually 
hard task to keep it from spreading.

MOTORHRE TRUCK 


Aldermen, At Meeting Last Wednes- 


day, 
Ratify Contract For 


Modem Apparatus 


That motor fire truck that has been 


the subject of so much discussion for 
several weeks, flattened out all op- 
position at the meeting of the com- 
mon council last Wednesday evening, 
when, by a vote of 7 to 5, it was 
voted to ratify the contract for its 
purchase. 


The contract price of the new ap- 


paratus, which includes "booster" 
pump and chemical equipment, is 
$5,600, of which $1,000 is to be paid 
down and the balance in installments 
or otherwise on or before March 1,

with interest at the rate of 5% 


on deferred payments. The contract 
was signed by the city officials on in- 
structions of the council a month ago, 
but was held up pending ratification 
by the council.

Waiter Camp, Football Star, Will 


Train College Men. 


FOR ALL OVER MILITARY AGE. 


In Manufacturing Cities Throughout th* 


Country There Will Bo Ore** Amount 
*f Guard Duty, and Mr. Camp Plan* 
to ftsltov* Military of Thi* Wsrk. 
New Haven.—The Internal Defense 


league, an organization to be com- 
posed chiefly of former athlete* be- 
tween the age* of forty-five and sixty. 
i* being organized by Walter Camp, 
Yale'* football adviser, for home guard 
duty in the event of war. Mr. Camp 
announced that the league would be 
organised at New Haven, when he will 
•tart a body of prominent New Haven 
business and professional men in a 
coura* of physic*! training. The league 
ha* been *tarted by Mr. Camp at the 
request of many former college ath- 
lete* who are over military age, but 
who are desirous of performing some 
kind of guard duty which ordinarily 
would have to be performed by the mi- 
litia. The object of the new organisa- 
tion i* to make the regular militia 
available for more Important duties. 


Mr. Camp stated that for the part 


few months he has been receiving nu- 
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CAMP. 


merouR communication* from former 
athletes between fifty and sixty year* 
old asking if there wa* not some branch 
of the service where they could be n*e- 
fuL 
In the event of war it will be 


necessary to guard railroads, bridge* 
and munition factories, and many men 
past military age believe that they can 
get into good enough physical shape to 
perform these duties. 


The league will not be limited to col- 


lege men, but will be open to all men be- 
tween the ages of forty-five and sixty. 
Mr. Camp ba* mapped out a course of 
training, which he believe* will be ef- 
ficient and yet will not interfere with 
the member*' routine business duties. 
The squad which went into training at 
New Haven will give up one morning 
hour a day at first—from 8 to ft—to 
walking ami other exercises, which Mr. 
Camp will suggest. The plan is to take 
only light exercise at first, gradually 
working the men into shape until they 
are able to tramp fifteen or twenty 
miles a day without fatigue. 


In the manufacturing cities Ftvh as 


New Haven and, in fact, all over New 
England, there will be a great amount 
of guard duty to perform, and Mr. 
Camp believe* that if the older men, 
who hava already shown morn enthusl- 
••iasrn to do their "bit," can be worked 
up to proper physical condition the ml- 
IttJa will be relieved of much of thi* 
home guard duty. 


After the league get* under way to 


New Haven it i* expected that the 
movement will be taken up quickly 
throughout the country.
